The light Abteilungen, nauely the Ist, 2d and lth, and the ipth Kommando 
received training exclusively with the Soviet 7é-mm guns. The 3d AbLeilung 
was classified a heavy Abtellung and trained primarily with the 122-10 
howitzer. It practiced with live training emmunition at the Jakobsthal= 
Strehla range about the end of October. The training shells disintegrated 
into three components upon impact. 


The Konmandos of the VPD in Zeithain, previously stationed in Pirna, were 
also transferred to Zeithain about the end of October 1951. Prior to this 
movement, the police villeting area in Zeithain was enlarged » Four new 
buildings were added to it. By the end of December, only the 24 Sonderab= 
teilung had remained in Pirna, probably serving as 4 guard unit there. 

It was said that a signal commnications school would be set up in the 
Sonnenstein quarters, Pirna.s

origin. “he ith Kommando normally has 2 Light and 2 heavy Abteilungen. The 


equipment of the hth Kommando, as specified in the present report, deviates 
frou the standard equipment, probably because of the shortage of 122-0 guns. 
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
